Town Warrant 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, in the County 
of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town of North Stratford, on Tuesday, the eighth (8th) day 
of March 1960, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget, and 
raise money for same. If not, to see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise to defray town charges for the en- 
suing year, as follows: 

(a) Town Officers’ Salaries 

(b) Town Officers’ Expenses 

(c) Election and Registration 

(d) Town Hall and Other Buildings 

(e) Blister Rust and Care of Trees 

(f) Insurance 

(gz) Civil Defense 

(h) Town Dumps and Garbage Removal 

(i) Vital Statistics 

(j) Memorial Day 

(k) Parks and Playgrounds including Memorial Trust 
Funds 

(1) Skating Rinks 

(m) Damage and Legal Expense 

(n) Interest 

(o) Retirement of Long Term Note 

(p) County Tax 

(qa) Employee’s Retirement and Social Security 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Old Age Assistance. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
support of poor. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Soldier’s Aid. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
support of libraries. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
care of cemeteries. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to fight the Dutch Elm Disease. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the Lancaster Hospital. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise eighteen hundred 
($1800.) dollars for street lighting, and fifty ($50.) dollars 
for blinker lights. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise $119.46 for Town 
Road Aid, thereby obtaining from the state the sum of $796.- 
43 to be expended on Class IV and V highways. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the following departments: 
(a) Police Department 
(b) Fire Department 
(c) Health Department including Public Health Nurse 
(d) Sewer Department 
(e) Water Department 


12. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
for town maintenance: 
(a) Summer 
(b) Winter 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise one hundred ($100.) 
dollars to be used to repair the Stratford Bog Road where it 
washed out last fall. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $162.69 (being 1/100th of 1% of the assessed valua- 
tion) for the purpose of uniting with the 45 other towns in 
the White Mountains Region Association in publicising and 
otherwise promoting the natural and commercial factors up- 
on which the economy of the North Country is based. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise money to peram- 
bulate the lines between Northumberland and Stratford. 


16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
and town treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not exceeding 
in the aggregate $15,000. in the anticipation of the collection 
of taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue in the 
name, and on the credit of the town, negotiable notes there- 
fore; said notes to be paid during the current municipal 
year. 


17. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to 
appoint all other town officers as required by law, not elected 
by the Non-partisan Ballot. 


18. To see if the town will vote to appoint a water commis- 
sioner to make a complete survey of all outlets in our water 
system, and see if they are charged accordingly, and raise 
money for same. 


19. To appoint one or more citizens to decide on the expen- 
ditures of the annual income from the ten thousand dollar 
trust fund left by the will of Helen T. Brown; this money to 
be expended for the hospital needs of residents of Stratford 
Hollow, and in the event that said income is not needed for 
residents of Stratford Hollow, it may be used for other resi- 
dents of said town of Stratford, as said trust managers may 
approve. 


20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the purchase of new flags for the town. 


21. To see what action the town will take in regard to the 
Chlorination of our water system as required by the State 
Board of Health. 


22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the installation of a septic tank at the library 
building in Stratford Hollow. 


23. To elect two auditors for the ensuing year, or to see 
if the town will vote to petition the State Tax Commission 
to have an audit made by the Division of Municipal Account- 
ing, and make an appropriation to cover the cost of same. 


24. To hear reports of agent, officers and committees here- 
tofore chosen and to pass any vote relative thereto. 


25. To choose by ballot one (1) delegate to the State of 
New Hampshire Constitutional Convention. 


26. To choose by ballot delegates to the National Conven- 
tions of the various political parties to be held to nominate 
party candidates for President and Vice President of the 
United States. 


27. To vote by ballot your preference for one person to be 
the candidate of your political party for the office of Pres- 
ident of the United States and for one person to be the can- 
didate of your political party for the office of Vice President 
of the United States. 


28. To transact any other business that may be brought be- 
fore said meeting. 


29. To choose by Non-partisan ballot the following town 
officers: 

(a) Town Clerk 

(b) Selectman for ensuing three years 

(c) Town Treasurer

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1959-1960 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford 

I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools in Stratford. All financial and statistical data are in 
order and bear out predictions made at the last annual dis- 
trict meeting. The accompanying Grade Placement Chart 
shows that enrollment has increased. As in all walks of life 
costs have gone up, and show no prospects of being less or 
even leveling off in the immediate future. Plans are under 
way for the expanded and enriched program made possible 
by the new construction and will be activated as soon as oc- 
cupancy of the new units is possible. 

Since we are a small community and everyone is vitally 
concerned, I believe it is common knowledge that after the 
favorable vote at the last annual meeting there was no diffi- 
culty in having the school plans approved. There was a 
slight delay in determining the actual borrowing capacity of 
the district. Also, it took time, especially in the matter of 
the heating plant, to determine what portion of the work to 
be done would be considered repairs on the present building 
and what part new construction. With these matters settled 
invitations for bids were issued in June. The bids were re- 
ceived and opened on July 14th. Low bidder was Kenneth E. 
Curran, Inc., from Littleton, N. H. 

Construction began at once and was proceeding normally 
until the steel strike delayed delivery of the necessary struc- 
tural steel. As this is being written deliveries are expected 
at any time and construction will be resumed immediately. 
Announcement will be made at the district meeting as to 
the probable date when the new rooms will be ready. 

First plans called for a concrete and tile floor in the all 
purpose room but recently the Plywood Products, Inc., have 
kindly offered to furnish the necessary flooring so that we 
are assured of a hardwood floor for this area. Only the 
generosity of the firm has made this possible. 

A goodly part of the space assigned to this report is taken 
up with printing of the report of the State Audit. We were 
pleased to note that this audit agrees exactly with the school 
account as kept by this office. 

The school lunch under the direction of Mrs. Harriet Sav- 
age has continued to provide excellent lunches for the chil- 
dren. We are looking forward to having the program car- 
ried on in the new quarters in the all purpose room and the 
kitchen adjoining. 
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This report is being prepared prior to February first in 
order that it may be printed in time for the annual school 
meeting. In order to do this we must publish only a tenta- 
tice school meeting warrant. It is more than likely that 
articles may need to be added before the legal posting date 
on February 20. Please note any such additions. 

School opened in September without the familiar presence 
of Mrs. Grace Martin. After nearly 35 years of service, 30 
or more in Stratford, Mrs. Martin retired at the end of the 
school year in June. She has been the mainstay of our ele- 
mentary school teaching staff and we were sorry indeed to 
lose her services. 

No verbal part of a report such as this would be complete 
without words of commendation for the members of the 
school board. Highest praise is due them for the active in- 
telligent interest they have shown in caring for the educa- 
tional welfare of the young people as well as the financial 
affairs of the district. It has been a pleasure to work with 
them.
